WINTER MANAGEMENT OF SHEEP. 


WRITTEN POR THE SATURDAY EVENING POST. 


It is now the season in which sheep should be 
in winter quarters. I have found, by experience, 
that

sheep are permitted to run over the fields 
in the fall, after the grass has become 








short and weak and watery from continued 
freezing, it fails to keep the sheep in that 
high condition in which they should be, in order 
to endure the severity of the winter. The falling 
off of flesh may not be very apparent, yet it is 
certain that such is the case.
